We don’t need natural gas. its un­ 
safe, giving out at time just when 
needed, tor Al adj in Nature performs 
tricks sometimes in the bowels of 
Mother Earth, for the prevention of 
which we mortals have no control In 
Indiana glass factories quit business 
because natural gas gives out. We 
can make the gas, situated as we 
are near m earchantable coal fields. 
We can make what is called producer- 
ga8 . AVe can utilize the poorest grade 
of slack coal, practically the waste 
of the coal mines, and turn it into 
gas and fuse the sand with producer- 
gas fired furnaces. 
One of the largest glass factories in 
the world, located in Streator, IIL, 
employing 5000 hands and owned by 
the Anheuser-Bnsh Brewing Co., of 
St. Louis, is using slack coal pro­ 
ducing gas. melting sam! to make 
millions of bottles, where the famous J 
Budweiser is croked. Of course as

propaganda is more than anti-saloon 
it is fundam entally and distinctive­

African explorer, as saying: “ It is a 
painful fact to adm it, but there is 
no shirking the naked reality, th at 
in West Africa our influence for evil 
enorm ously counterbalances any lit­ 
tle good we have produced bv our 
contact with the A frican.” Think of a 
ship sailing from a C hristian land 
carrying 2,500 cases of gin and one 
m issionary! And. said th at m issionary 
dispairingly.

The lire insurance statistics given 
by Dr. Aked are interesting and m ost 
encouraging as showing the advance 
in knowledge concerning the in ju r­ 
iousness of alcohol.

N aturally one wants to ask here

the traffic? That., question, perhaps 
Dr. Aked would say, is answered in 
his reply to the one foreseen by him 
in this connection. M utt about the 
man who buys liquor? The entire a r­
